The Atomic Energy Commission 
approved shipping of isotopes — 
radio-active substances—to foreign 
countries within the shadow of 
Russia over the objections of one 
member, it was disclosed today at 
a Senate appropriations suhcom- 
mittee hearing. 

AEC Chairman David E. Lilien- 
thal said four of the five com- 
missioners voted to export the iso- 
topes after scientists said they 
could not be used in attempts to 
develop the atomic bomb. The 
opposition vote was cast by Com- 
missioner Lewis Strauss. 

Isotopes result when an element 
—such as phosphorous, iodine, or 
copper, for instance—is subjected 
to atomic bombardment. They 
are used in various fields of re- 
search,

Vishinsky’s policy statement 
came after British Foreign Secre- 
tary Ernest Bevin, presiding at 
the second session of the Paris 
conference, asked him for a state- 
ment of Russia’s position on the 
issue of Germany’s political and 
economic unity, French sources 
said. 

A conference source said Vishin- 
sky began his address by accus- 
ing the Western powers of depart- 
ing from the principles laid down 
in the Potsdam pact. He then 
went on to express Russia’s con- 
tinued interest in the future of 
the Ruhr. The West has worked 
out an international control plan 
for the industrial valley, exclud- 
ing Russia.

Howley said west 
Berlin police, under western Allied 
control, would take over to restore 
order in the strike of west Ger- 
man rail workers following bloody 
rioting last night which resulted 
in two deaths. 

Several hours after the ulti- 
matum was issued, al] Soviet-em- 
ployed police had been withdrawn 
from the three western sectors. 
The Russians control all railways 
in Berlin by four-power agree- 
ment. 

Twelve thousand rail workers 
have been on strike since Saturday 
day, demanding that the Soviet- 
controlled transport system pay 
them in west marks, worth four 
times as much as Russian-backed 
east marks, 

The ouster of the railway police 
was demanded by both the anti- 
Communist rail union and the 
West Berlin city government. They 


claimed the Soviet-controlled rail- 


way police could break the strike 
unless the stations were firmly 
in western hands. 


British, French Disagreed. 

Howley gave the expulsion order 
to American sector German police 
to carry out. Such a step had 
been described previously by the 
British and French as conflicting 
with the agreement recognizing 
Soviet authority over the rail sys- 


em. 

Howley told the Soviet railway 
control officer that the railway 
police were “engaged in a type of 
strike-breaking which has result- 
ed in unnecessary bloodshed and 
is conducive to even greater vio- 
lence unless curbed at once.” 

Last night’s violence erupted sud- 
denly after a comparatively quiet 
day. About 3000 striking railway 
workers and their sympathizers 
tried to storm the Zoo elevated 
railway station.

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Psychiatrist Says ‘Calculated Risk’ 
Of Forrestal Suicide Was Taken 
As Necessary for His Recovery 


Capt. George N. Raines Questioned Secretly 
by Board of Inquiry—He Ordered 


Surveillance Relaxed. 


WASHINGTON, May 24 (UP)— 
A special Navy board of inquiry 
today secretly questioned Capt. 
George N. Raines, the psychiatrist 
who took full responsibility for 
the circumstances that made 
James V. Forrestal’s suicide leap 


possible. 
Raines was questioned behind 


closed doors at the Bethesda Na- 


val Hospital, where the former 
Defense Secretary jumped from a 
sixteenth story window early Sun- 
day. He had been under treat- 
ment at the hospital for a nervous 
breakdown caused by overwork. 


It was Raines who had ordered 
surveillance over Forrestal re- 
laxed, even though it involved “a 
calculated risk” of suicide. He 
said in a statement last night that 
he gave Forrestal freedom to move 
around the hospital because he 
felt it was necessary if Forrestal 
was to be cured of the psycho- 
neurotic depressive condition he 
was suffering. 

The statement by Raines in- 
dicated that Forrestal knew he 
was ill when he left office March 
28, a few days ahead of schedule, 


Four days after he left office, 
Forrestal, from his home in Hobe 
Sound, Fla., asked a close friend, 
Ferdinand Eberstadt, to fly down 
from New York and bring a 
psychiatrist. 

This Eberstadt did. With him 
was Dr. William C. Menninger of 
the Menninger Clinic, Topeka, 
Kan., ‘wartime neuropsychiatric 
consultant to the Army surgeon 
general and now president of the 
American Psychiatric Association. 


Raines indicated that Forrestal 
apparently attempted to commit 
suicide the night before Menninger 
arrived, Raines also said that dur- 
ing his treatment in the naval 
hospital Forrestal frankly dis- 
cussed his feelings of hopelessness 
and possible suicide. 


Forrestal was in a room in the 
hospital tower. Special heavy

As is usual in such cases, For- 
restal’s come-back was not stead- 
ily upward, “but gradually up- 
ward in a wave-line advance,” 
Raines said. 


By May 14, Forrestal had im- 
proved to such an extent that 
Raines felt daily interviews were 
not essential. He also felt that 
he could make plans to leave 
Washington about May 18 to at- 
tend a psychiatric meeting in 
Montreal. He was there when he 
got word of the suicide and rushed 
back. 


It was Raines’s opinion then 


that Forrestal was nearing the end 
of his illness and that the next 
30 days would have seen him read 
to leave the hospital. . 

“Psychiatrically, it is my opinion 
that Mr. Forrestal was seized with 
a sudden fit of despondency in the 
evening and early morning of May 
22. This is extremely common in 
all depressions of the severity of 
which he suffered,” Raines said 
in his statement. 


The hospital log shows that 
checks by attendants were made 
at five-minute. intervals.

He served in the Army on Gen, 
Douglas MacArthur’s staff in 
Tokyo, where he contracted sleep- 
ing sickness.

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Board Fails to Act.

CHICAGO, May 24—A move to 
investigate the circumstances un- 


der which Illinois newspaper men 
were carried on state payrolls in 
the administration of former Gov. 
Dwight H. Green was killed to- 
day at the sixty-fifth spring meet- 
ing of the Inland Daily Press As- 
sociation, which ended here today. 

Disclosure that 51 Illinois edi- 
tors, newapaper executives and em- 
ployes collected more than $480,000 
in state pay in the years 1943-48 
was made recently by the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch and the Chicago 
Daily News, The disclosures at- 
tracted wide attention and result- 
ed in censure by a California pub- 
lishers’ association. 

Walter W. White, of the Lin- 
coln (Nebr.) Star, moved for ap- 
pointment of an investigating 
committee, which would report its 
findings in the payroll scandal to 
the association. The investigation 
movement had been onganized by 
Oscar Stauffer, vice president of 
the association and publisher of 
the Topeka (Kan.) State Journal. 


Motion to Table Is Beaten. 


Verne P. Joy, publisher of the 
Centralia (III.) Sentinel, jumped 
to his feet after White stated his 
motion, and demanded that the 
motion be tabled. Joy's action 
Was seconded by F. F. McNaugh- 
ton, of the Pekin (III.) Times. 
With only one third of approxi- 
mately 100 members present vot- 
ing, Joy’s motion to table White’s 
proposal for an investigation Was 
adopted, 22 to 11. Neither Joy 
nor McNaughton was among edi- 
tors on state payrolls. 

Stauffer, in organizing the ef- 
fort for an investigation said: 

“There seems to have been a 
violation of good newspaper eth- 
ics.” 

The board of directors had taken 
no action, following a heated 
meeting behind closed doors yes- 
terday. M. M. Oppegard, presi- 
dent of the association and pub- 
lisher of the Grand Forks (N. D.) 
Herald, issued the following state- 
ment on the association’s stand: 

“A number of members, partic- 
ularly in Illinois, have suggested 
that Inland should issue some kind 
of a statement with respect to 
charges that some newspapermen 
of this state were on the payroll 
of the former state administra- 
tion without performing legitimate 
services. 


“The Inland board has ‘discussed | 


the matter and has come to the 


conclusion that without making a 


careful investigation of these re- 
ports it is not in a position to 
recommend any statement or res- 
olution to the membership. 

“We have noted (with approval) 
however, that the board of direc- 
tors of the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors has under way 
just such an inquiry and we know 
that each inland executive, in- 
cluding the members of our board, 
will feel it his professional and 
Personal responsibility to give 
serious and thoughtful attention 
to the report of this A.S.N.E. study 
when it is made.” 


For Action by Illinoisans. 


Members of the association yes- 
terday took the position that the 
payroll disclosures were primarily 
an Illinois scandal and that any 
movement toward an investigation 
should came from within the Illi- 
nois newspaper “family.” The 57 
Illinois members, including 15 who 
collected state money, appeared 
unwilling to initiate action. 

Although condemning editorial 
payrolling, most of the Illinois 
publishers said they doubted it 
was within the domain of the In- 
land Daily Press Association to 
pass on the ethics of individual 
members. 

“We are not resolution-minded,” 
William F. Canfield, secretary- 
manager of the association said 
on behalf of the Illinois members. 
“We are more concerned with 
the business of getting out a 
paper than with professional 
standards.” 

The association, with some 425 
member papers in 19 midwestern 
states, is devoted to exchange of 
ideas of benefit to members, pub- 
lishing bulletins on recent devel- 
opments, and conducting promo- 
tional campaigns. , 

One Illinois publisher who said 
he was for censuring the payroll- 
ers was Jerome Pearre, co-pub- 
lisher of the Pontiac (III.) Leader, 
a Republican daily of 5000 circu- 
lation. 

“The action of these editors in- 
dicates a reprehensible neglect of 
public trust,” he said. “I would 
support ‘a resolution stating as 
much, but I couldn’t sponsor it 
without the help of the bigger 
boys.” 

Another outspoken proponent of 
a resolution of censure was Clif- 
ford G. Ferris, editor of the Rhine- 
lander (Wis.) News and secretary 


of the organization. 


He said it was a member from 


Wisconsin who had proposed that 
the payrollers be “booted out” of 
the organization. Although not 
advocating such radical action 
himself, he said a resolution of 
censure would be a healthy action 
for the publishing business. 

“But Illinois should take the 
lead,” he said. “I don’t think this 
sort of thing could ever have hap- 
pened in Wisconsin.”

PARKING METER 
| OPTION TO BE USED 
BY UNIVERSITY CITY 


The city council of University 
City went into the automobile 
parking business yesterday when 
it decided to take up its option 
to buy the parking meters that 
have been in operation since Jan. 
1 in the city’s Delmar Loop area. 

Under its contract with the In- 
ternational Meter Co., the city had 
the right after a six-month trial 
period to purchase for $11,500 the 
1g5 meters originally installed by 
the company. Only 150 meters are 
in operation presently, five having 
been removed in response to pro- 
tests. 

Based on present rates of in- 
come from the devices, Victor Ell- 
man, director of research and in- 
formation for the city, has esti- 
mated the city will recover the 
purchase price within one and 
one-half years. 

Meters are in operation daily 
except Sunday from 9 a.m. to 9 
p.m., but the council reserved a 
decision on whether to shorten 
the hours in deference to some 
requests it has received. The rate 
is 12 minutes for one cent or an 
hour for five cents. 


Ninth streets, O’Fallon and Cass 
avenues, were discussed at City 
Hall by Mayor Joseph M. Darst 
yesterday with a committee of ar- 
chitects, union representatives and 
members of the St. Louis Housing 
Authority. 

Discussion centered largely 
around the question of whether it 
would be feasible to maintain any 
part of the plans for the develop- 
ment drawn up eight years ago 
before World War II made it nec- 
essary to abandon all new con- 
struction. 

The Mayor informed members 
of the committee he had learned, 
on his trip last week to Washing- 
ton and New York, a housing bill 
now pending in Congress, through 
which federal funds would be pro- 
vided in part payment for local 
projects, probably would be passed 
within the next three or four 
weeks. 

551 Units Planned. 

As originally designed, the hous- 
ing project would have included 
551 units which would cost about 
$2,750,000. It was generally agreed 
the same number of units could 
not be constructed a: cheaply to- 
day, but no estimate of the cost 
of a similar project was given at 
the meeting. 

Mayor Darst said he favored a 
set of new plans which would dif- 
fer substantially from the Clinton- 
Peabody project, erected shortly 
before the development in the 
North St. Louis area was envi- 
sioned. Clinton-Peabody Terrace, 
constructed when he was director 
of public welfare under Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann, was, he 
said, “a horrible disappointment” 
to him, 

He said he found federal hous- 
ing projects in New York much 
more attractive when he visited 
them with Mayor William O’Dwyer 
of that city last week. Similar 
views were expressed by Arthur 
A. Blumeyer, chairman of the St. 
Louis Housing Authority, on hous- 
ing projects he has visited in Mem- 
phis and New Orleans. 


Fred Hammond f the architec- 
tural firm of Jemieson & Spear], 
which drew up the original plans 
for the O’Fallon and Cass avenues 
development, said they embodied 
the rowhouse type design of Clin- 
ton-Peabody Terrace. 


Hammond suggested. that if he 
were given a copy of the rules set 
out in the legislation now pending 
before Congress, he would prepare 
a preliminary plan which could be 
submitted to the Federal Govern- 
ment as a basis for an allocation. 
He pointed out that his firm had 
still not been paid for a part of 
the original work done on the 
plans drawn up eight years ago. 

Fioor Plan May Bc Salvaged. 

It was suggested that to expe- 
dite matters the already prepared 
floor plan of the O’Fallon avenue 
project might be preserved and 
later changes might be made in 
the design for the exterior of the 
buildings and the roof.

What Humphrey Favors. 

Humphrey said he favors only 
temporary seizure of struck plants 
or industries in national emer- 
gency situations. He said the bill 
should state that the struck facil- 
ities could remain in Government 
possession and operation for only 
a brief, specific period. 

Humphrey added that he also 
favors amendments which would: 

1. Make it an unfair labor 
practice for either unions or em- 
ployers to refuse to bargain in 
good faith. The Administration 
measure requires only employ- 
ers to so bargain. 

2. Guarantee free speech, 
short of coercion or intimida- 
tion, to both workers and em- 
ployers. The Administration bill 
guarantees it only to workers. 

3. Require unions to file finan- 
cial reports. The Administra- 
tion bill does not provide for 
that.

Bills in House Group. 

Three bills affecting public utili- 
ty rate and valuation proceedings 
were introduced in the House last 
month and are pending in the 
House Committee on Judiciary. 
The committee chairman, James 
P. Boyd of Paris, former counsel 
of the Public Service Commission, 
introduced these bills. 

One of the bills would require — ee — ee 
rate-making valuations ‘fixed for 2 
utilities by the commission to be 
based on the money honestly and 
prudently invested in such proper- 
ty by the public utility,” less the 
accrued depreciation. 

A second bill, similar to the 
Madison bill offered in the Sen- 
ate yesterday, would require a 
utility to prove the actual cost 
to it of services or equipment fur- 
nished by an affiliated or holding 
company. 

The third bill would prohibit the 
commission from permitting a 
public utility to pass on to custo- 
mers, through. monthly service 
bills, any occupation or license tax 
levied by a municipality in which 
the utility operates. 

The Missouri Commission since 
1945 has followed the theory of 
undepreciated original cost in fix- 
utilities, as modified by its order 
88-A. This order requires utilities, 
with certain exceptions, to account |:

The Air Force would prefer a 
test simulating combat conditions, 
with some, element of surprise 
introduced and the B-36 aimed at 
a land target which would be its 
natural target under combat con- 
ditions. It is the long-range 
strategic bomber, designed to de- 
liver the atomic bomb on a land 
target, not on a carrier. 
| Navy’s Conception of Test. 

Pending the decision on whether 
the proposed test will be made, 
there has been, of course, no of- 
ficial consideration of what rules 
would apply. If the test is or- 
dered, these would be drawn up 
dy some defense agency such as 
the joint chiefs of staff or the

The number of displaced persons in Germany 
has been somewhat reduced because of Israel’s 
generous, wide-open immigration policy. Yet 
for the four DP camps which have been closed, 
40 remain in operation. This needs to be kept 
in mind particularly today since the House of 
Representatives is scheduled to take up the Cel- 
ler bill (H.R. 4567) which is intended to liberal- 
ize the conditions under which some of these 
unfortunates might find homes in the United 
States. 

The Celler bill does not include all the recom- 
mendations made by President Truman and the 
DP Commission, but it would do away with the 
racial and religious discrimination and the tech- 
nicalities which make the present law undemo- 
cratic and unworkable. 

It would admit 339,000 DPs over a three-year 
period. Anybody who arrived in one of the Ger- 
man occupation zones before Jan. 1, 1949, would 
be eligible. The so-called Volksdeutsche are in- 
cluded. These are individuals who were born 
and lived for years in Czechoslovakia, Poland 
and other East and Central European countries 
but who have been expelled from them because 
of their German ahcestry. Members of Gen. 
Anders’ Polish army in England and the DPs 
who have congregated in Shanghai also are 


covered. 


Proper provisions are made for the screening 


of all applicants so that Communists, Nazis, 


Fascists and others not in sympathy with the 
American form of government may be excluded. 
The legislation also requires guarantees of 
homes and jobs for all to be admitted. 

The last provision has been questioned by the 
Citizens’ Committee on Displaced Persons. Cer- 
tainly, it is difficult to keep a specific job open 
for the six months or so which it would take a 
DP to get to the United States even under the 
‘pending legislation. It is also difficult to as- 
sign a specific American job to a person in a 
German camp sight unseen. The idea behind 
the housing and employment guarantees is fair 
enough. It means not merely that a DP should 
not displace an American worker, but it also of- 
fers the European a genuine chance to start a 
new life here. Still, the guarantees might be 
written in more general terms to provide more 
flexibility of adjustment both for the DPs and 
their sponsors. 

Another of the Celler bill's less generous pro- 
visions is the one which would charge all DPs, 
with the exception of 5000 orphans, against the 
current or future immigration quotas of the 
countries of their origin. This also has been op- 
posed by the Citizens’ Committee which repre- 
sents 140 American religious, welfare, labor and 
civic organizations. 

Less wealthy nations have done far more for 
Europe’s dispossessed than has the United 
States. Ordinary decency demands that the 
House adopt a measure at least as generous as 
the Celler bill.

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A Place to Begin Cutting 

Seventy-five years ago Mark Twain wrote a 
novel which he named “The Gilded Age.” In it 
was the story of Col. Mulberry Sellers and his 
hope to get the Federal Government to widen his 
fork of the creek. The optimistic Colonel was 
sure that if he could put this over his fortune 
would be made for all time. 

As Marquis Childs notes in his column today, 
there are a lot of people “still trying to get 
those creeks dredged.” It is one of the anomalies 
of public affairs in this country that the same 
groups which shout for economy in others ‘will 
fight to the bitter end for funds for local ex- 
penditures no matter how little needed. There 
is no more glaring inconsistency in the whole 
range of American politics. 

Senator Paul H. Douglas of Illinois has, there- 
fore, driven into one of the softest spots in na- 
tional expenditures when he calls for a cut in 


the proposed rivers and harbors appropriations. 


These appropriations are built up and put 
through on a log-rolling basis. Small groups in 
Congress combine to help one another. The re- 
sult is a tremendous pork barrel for which- the 
taxpayer must foot the bill. 

This is not to say that all rivers and harbors 
appropriations are waste. Many are urgently 
needed. But the method of handling them is 
such that it is hard to separate the worthy proj- 
ects from those which are little more than 
dreams of local contractors and promoters. 

Senator Douglas’ proposal is sound. The rivers 
and harbors bill should be gone over carefully. 
Many millions doubtless can be taken out of 
it with no harm to the navigation of the country. 
Money saved on these local pork barrel promo- 
tions will leave just that much more for the 
urgent welfare and security aspects of Presi- 
dent Truman's Fair Deal.

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Price Floors Under Liquor? 

A St. Louis liquor firm has sent out an appeal 
for the Nickle bill, which would prohibit the sale 
of wines in Missouri at less than 50 per cent 
above cost and hard liquor at less than one-third 
above cost. It says that sales in tavern and 
package stores have fallen 40 per cent since 
1946. This sounds approximately correct, but 
the writer draws the conclusion that falling busi- 
ness justifies a floor under prices. . 

This conclusion is fatuous. Liquor business 
along with the luxury trades in general, has 
fallen off because inflated prices on necessities 


have mopped up much of people's spare money. _ 


In this situation, liquor dealers can’t save them- 
selves by holding up their prices. Their prices 
need to come down so that more people can pay 


them. 
To be sure, this means that some dealers will 


fall by the wayside and others will survive the

and wisely refused to legalize. It has all the 
bad aspects of “fair trade” plus an ugly feature 
all its own. Unless the floor is put under liquor 
prices, says the St. Louis liquor firm's appeal, 
tavern owners will become desperate and begin 
selling to minors and operating illegal gambling 
facilities—and one simply cannot blame them.” 

It is hard to work up sympathy for a business 
whose spokesmen paint a picture of criminal 
acts unless the business is granted a special priv- 
ilege, This is a bold bluff; let's call it. 
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Drivers and Their Victims 

It should not be necessary in the middle of 
the twentieth century to pick up again the lance 
which Charles Dickens directed so effectively 
against the ancient notion of imprisonment for 
debt, The very absurdity of the notion should 
have killed it everywhere long ago. How can 
a debtor possibly satisfy the claims against him 
while he sits in a cell? 

Yet a Vermont law is currently imprisoning 
three young veterans because they afe unable 
to satisfy judgments levied against them as the 
result of automobile accidents. Furthermore, 
Gov. Gibson of Vermont finds it impossible to 
extend clemency because these are civil and not 
criminal matters. Obviously; these three cases 
should lead to early modernization of the Ver- 
mont law. 

A word needs to be said, however, in behalf 
of the victims of these veterans’ careless driving. 
Their claim is a just one, and there ought to be 
some sure way of satisfying it. Long ago, neigh- 
boring Massachusetts made a double attack on 
the problem. First, it prescribed a rigid drivers’ 
test to be repeated at stated intervals in an ef- 
fort to keep unqualified drivers off the streets 
and roads. Second, it required all automobile 
drivers to carry insurance for the protection 
of those they might injure. 

It has been argued that compulsory insurance 
penalizes the responsible driver for the risks 
created by the irresponsible one. Actually, the 
responsible driver is almost sure to carry in- 
surance whether the law requires it or not. To 
make the irresponsible driver do likewise should 
cut the cost. A compulsory insurance law, of 
course, is inadequate unless the state regulates 
the rates in accordance with all the factors in- 
volved. Without such rate regulation, it can be 
a bonanza for the insurance companies. 


Missouri has sought to meet the problem 
by requiring a driver to establish his financial 
responsibility—by posting a bond or taking out 
an insurance policy—after he has been involved 
in an accident. The drawback in this plan is 
that it gives no protection to an irresponsible 
driver’s first victim. 

Missouri actually has provided insufficient 
safeguards for the automobile accident vic- 
tim. It does not test drivers. Anybody can 
get behind a wheel, no matter how unfit to 
drive. And if anybody is injured, his chief re- 
course is to the conscience of the uninsured 
driver and his pocketbook, if any. This issue 
has been raised time after time in Missouri. Will 
it ever be met? 
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A Call for Fair Play 


In asking the Legislature for a fairer deal to 
St. Louis, Mr. Darst is armed with the fact that 
St. Louis paid the state $42,315,000 in taxes last 
year but got back from the state only $9,419,000, 
or 22 cents on the dollar. And only $675,000 of 
the amount was available for the defictt-plagued 
general services of the city. Most of the state 
money was earmarked for schools and institu- 
tions. : : 

The one-sidedness of this relationship cannot 
be glossed over or talked away. Hostile legis- 
lators might suggest, as they have in the past, 
that St. Louis could raise its moderate property 
tax and climb out of the fiffancial hole. But 
this suggestion ignores the fact that St. Louis 
has adopted an earnings tax and other taxes in- 
stead of higher levies on property. The chance 
is slim of raising much more revenue by any kind 
of local taxation because St. Louisans are al- 
ready thoroughly milked by a one-sided state 
revenue system that comes on top of the Federal 
Government’s steep taxes. 

St. Louisans are treated unjustly today, and 
the unequal method of apportioning seats in the 
Legislature prevents Missouri cities from win- 
ning justice through the exercise of their politi- 
cal power. The appeal will fail unless it gains 
substantial support from outside the cities. The 
city’s case is addressed to rural legislators’ spirit 
of fair play. Fair play should be appeal enough. 
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House Republican economizers have their 
knives out for housing. And has it ever oc- 
curred to them what an intolerable expense the 
people of this country go to by eating? 
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Does This Lobby Pay Congressmen?’ 

While Congress is tightening up its law requir- 
ing the registration .of lobbyists, it should give- 
thought to the activities of lobbyists who are 
also members of Congress. 

Among those who are cast in this dubiously 
dual role are Senator McClellan of Arkansas and 
Representative Whittington of Mississippi. They 
occupy key positions on committees which pass 
on appropriations for the Army Engineers. At 
the same time McClellan is president and Whit- 
tington is vice-president of the principal lobby- 
ing organization of the Army Engineers, the Na- 
tional Rivers and Harbors Congress. 

At least on occasion it has been the practice 
of the National Rivers and Harbors Congress to 
offer money for “expenses” to members of Con- 
gress invited to its conferences. Writing in the 
Saturday Evening Post, Leslie A. Miller, chair- 
man of the natural resources committee of the 
governor of 


Wyoming, says: 

“As an example of how the Rivers and Har- 
bors Congress.operates, I have in my possession 
a signed letter from former Senator E. V. Rob- 
ertson, of my state.

The people want a “new deal” or a “fair 
deal” in health care. 


them or their families and immediately the 
scene changes. Professional codes of ethics 
which give lip service to high ideals and 
dedication to human welfare but which do 
not lead to appropriate interest or action to 
implement such sentiments, lower the pro- 
fessions in public esteem and are regarded 
as window dressing and propaganda. 

In a high-grade journal, widely read by 
liberal thinkers, the big medical “educa- 
tional fund’ was designated a “slush fund.” 
Welfare. workers and workers in general 
regard professional associations as primar- 
ily concerned in the selfish interests of 
their members, neither better nor worse 
than labor unions which make no pretense 
of serving society at large. 


The well-being of the entire community is 
bound up with the health and efficiency of 
every individual in it. Loss of time or im- 
paired efficiency by reason of bodily ills, 
or from any other cause, results in loss of 
production. It is by production alone that 
wealth is created. So in a very real sense 
“we are all members one of another.” 


Why Blame the Politicians? 


On no issue in recent years has there 
been such a parade of illogical, irrelevant 
and totally false propaganda. It may clear 
the air a little if we bring some of it into 
the open and expose it for what it is. 


What about voluntary plans? They are 
hedged about by conditions and restrictions 
and cannot possibly meet the overall need. 
At best, they are merely palliative. They 
do not and cannot meet the need. 


For universal, adequate health care there 
must be the element of compulsion; other- 
wise, young, healthy people will not insure. 
The cost becomes prohibitive if only older 
people and those who are sick come in on 
it. 


Immediately someone yells: regimenta- 
tion, socialization, Communism. Pshaw! 
Fiddlesticks! Do not all of us pay taxes to 
support our schools? Is physical health 
less important than the multiplication table 
or moods and tenses? 

Do not all of us carry fire insurance? Do 
we hope to collect on it? 


Another fallacy is the idea that politi- 
cians are always trying to concoct schemes 
to feather their own nests. Naturally, every 
politician wants to stay in office, so he is 
acutely sensitive to what he thinks his con- 
stituents want. His proposals are the re- 
sult of pressure exerted upon him. No poli- 
tician would willingly flout the powerful 
medical lobby—one of the most expensive 


They may seem in-. 
different about it, but let illness attack 


in Washington—unless in response to a 
popular demand. 


Again, our paid and voluntary propa- 
gandists insist “this is America,” and what 
goes on in Britain, for example, will not 
work here. Then with abandon of all the 
rules of logic, they regale us with horrible 
stories of the alleged failure of the British 
system. 


Crocodile Tears for Britain 


The dentists say with truth that dental 
conditions here are incomparably superior 
to those in Britain. They always have been; 
but British dentists are busier than ever 
before, and the new scheme promises well 
to wipe out the failure of the old voluntary 
system. Furthermore, it does not help the 
Californian or New Yorker in need of den- 
tal care which he cannot afford, to tell him 
that we have the finest system on earth. 


Then again, American physicians come 
home weeping crocodile tears for their poor 
overworked colleagues “over there.” Why 
are they overworked? Because there are 
not enough of them to meet the need. The 
solution is more physicians and not rever- 
sion to a system which has demonstrated 
its inadequacy. 


One remarkable and totally unexpected 
result of the British system is the disap- 
‘pearance of the distrust and animosity for- 
merly prevatiing between optometry and 
ophthalmology. Both now are in the same 
boat and, to their everlasting credit, are 
pulling together to make the system work. 


Now, there is no use denying that there 
have been failures and complaints; but con- 
sidering the magnitude of the undertaking, 
the astounding thing is that it has attained 
so wide an acceptance. Medicine in particu- 
lar has had 2500 years in which to develop 
the system under which it is practiced here 
today. But in one particular, at least, it 
has progressed backwards from the days of 
Hippocrates whose oath carried with it the 
obligation to provide medical care for all in 
need. 


“The Public Be Damned” 


The attitude of many opponents of pre- 
payment plans of health care is that the 
professions alone have the right to decide 
the terms upon which their services shall 
be made available—that the purchasers, the 
public, have no right to any voice in the 
determination of whether or not the exist- 
ing system meets, or fails to meet, the need. 

It is reminiscent of pioneer days and 
“the public be damned” attitude of some of 
the rugged individualists who created our 
so-called free enterprise system.

of combat. 

The remarkable 
part is that Bell evi- 
dently carried most 
of this stuff in his 
head. This reviewer 
was with him on 
many a trip to the 
front in the Euro- 
pean campaign but 
never caught him in 
the act of jotting 

Jeck Bell down the tales that 
now unfold as if from a stenographer’s 
notebook. Pecking away night after night 
—with one finger, on a beat-up little old 
portable—he accomplished more than any- 
body had a right to expect. 

He covers the Far East, Middle East, 
Northern Italy and the Western Front, and 
winds up homeward bound on a plane 
carrying wounded soldiers—for whom (he 
says) “the war isn’t over, and won't be.” 

In this you get the soldier’s own talk, 
raw and funny and serious and confused.

Alfred street is the city byway where 
Russell McLaughlin lived when he was a 
boy and where, in memory, he has lived 
ever since.

Alfred street, we are told, is still there, 
less than a mile from the middle of De- 
troit, running at right angles to Woodward 
avenue.

More than that it is every street in every 
city in the American scene where boys 
have lived and, as men, remember. 

It was in the early years of the century 
that Rus lived there and had the unenjoyed 
distinction of being the fat boy of the 
neighborhood.

That, they say, could happen to 
us. For though the bomb is now 
an American monopoly, the crucial 
scientific discoveries and the mas- 
sive research and the creative rea- 
soning which developed these dis- 
coveries were not an American 
monopoly in the first place, and 
are not now an American monop- 
oly. And therefore, they contend, 
if in guarding, as we must, the 
military secret that has been dis- 
covered, we also discourage the 
process by which discoveries are 
made, we shall suffer what all na- 
tions have suffered where original 
and creative thought was withered 
away. 

This is a matter on which lay- 
men, including Senators, must, if 
they are conscientious, seek guid- 
ance from men who have them- 
selves participated in the discov- 
eries and have lived all their lives 
with other men who labor to find 
out a little more of what no one 
has ever known. The Congress 
has never before had to deal seri- 
ously with men like these. 


Only Scientists Know. 


Congress is used to dealing with 
many kinds of people, including 
engineers, applied scientists, in- 
ventors. But never before have 
the interests of government be- 
come entangled with men who 
work at the farthest reaches of 
the human mind, , 

Misunderstanding is unavoidable, 
and only humility and common 
sense—there is no neat formula— 
can keep the misunderstanding 
within manageable bounds. 

That is all that we can expect to 
do—to pick our way through the 
conflict between the military need 
for secrecy and the acientific need 
for freedom. But as we pick our 
way we ought never to forget that

Reductio ad Absurdum. 


The effort of laymen, who know 
virtually nothing about nuclear 
physics, to determine what is a 
secret and how to guard it, is 
rather like what would happen if, 
say, Senator Hickenlooper woke 
up one morning and found he had 
been appointed the censor of the 
Chinese Nationalist press. I hope 
I do him no injustice in assuming 
that his ability to read Chinese 
is no greater than his knowledge 
of the science of nuclear physics. 


Now to Senator Hickenlooper— 
assuming him to be illiterate in 
Chinese—everything published in 
the Chinese papers would be an 


total mystery. How then would he 
proceed to make sure that nothing 
was published in the Nationalist 
press which wauld be of benefit 
to the Communists? 


In the Dark. 


One way, of course, would be 
to suspend publication of all pa- 
pers. If that did not seem fea- 
sible, he might get all the Chinese 
reporters, copyreaders and print- 
ers to sign their names to an oath 
not to reveal secrets. But that 
could not satisfy him, because 
how could every Chinese reporter 
and copyreader know whether any 
particular piece of information 
was a secret or not? 

So eventually—to continue but 
with apologies to Senator Hicken- 
looper—he would have to call in 
Chinese who can read Chinese and 


the military secrets of the Chi- 
nese. With their help he might 
make a reasonably efficient cen- 
sor. Without their help, the best 
he could hope for when the rec- 
ord of his service was made up 
would be to get an A-plus for 
effort and an A-minus—because he 
had all the virtues except humil- 
ity—for character.

indefinitely today as president of 
the CIO’s 180,000-member United 
Rubber Workers’ Union. 

Action to remove him from of- 
fice was taken by the 13 other 
members of the union's general 
executive board during a month- 
long trial here. 

The deposed president may ap- 
peal the executive board decision 
at the union’s next convention in 
Toronto in September. 

In Chicago, Buckmaster said he 

hadn’t yet received official con- 
firmation of the order but declared 
“the whole trial was conducted 
in an unfair manner” and “the de- 
cision was not based on the facts 
or union law.” 
Announcement of the union ac- 
tion was made by Robert Cruden, 
public relations officer for the 
rubber workers. 

The URW president, who was 
re-elected by a margin of only 
two votes last fall, was tried on 
these charges: 

1, That he conspired with 
“certain individuals” to deprive 
local union officers of their 
rights. 

2. That he issued public state- 
ments falsely attacking the 


character of local officers. 

3. That he was responsible for 
a riot that broke up a meeting 
of Local 336, Pottstown, Pa., last 
March. 

4. That his conduct was part 
of a general plan to deprive the 
Pottstown local of its “rights 
and democratic privileges.” 

5. That these actions const 
tuted “malfeasance in office.” 

Buckmaster was succeeded as in- 
ternational president by H. R. 
Lloyd of Akron, O., former vice 
president. This step-up for Lloyd 
is in accordance with the union 
constitution. 

Also moving up was F. M. Dick- 
enson of Memphis; Tenn., the un- 
ion’s Southern director, who 
advanced to vice president. 

Buckmaster, considered a mem- 
ber of the union’s conservative 
element, was brought under fire 
by Robert Garber, president of 
Pottstown’s Local 336. 

The deposed union president 
had brought charges against Gar- 
ber in connection with his han- 
dling of union funds. 

Pending executive board action 
of Buckmaster’s charges against 
Garber, the Pottstown local offi- 
cer was removed from his office. 
He appealed to the executive 
board for reinstatement. 

Then he filed counter-charges 
against Buckmaster. This led to 
the executive board trial. 

The board, after making the 
Buckmaster decision, voted to re- 
instate Garber as head of the 
Pottstown local. 

Garber was not available for 
comment on the board’s action. 

Lloyd said that “employers and 
Communists may attempt to take 
advantage” of the situatiog, creat- 
ed by the board’s action, and 
warned both groups that “we will 
not tolerate any interference by 
them in the affairs of the union.”

SALES BY DRINK

PAUL L. TEMPLE INDICTED 
IN WAR CONTRACT CHARGE 


Paul L. Temple, a key figure 
last December in the proposed 
sale of the industrial insurance 
division of the Missouri Insurance 
Co., was indicted yesterday by a 
federal grand jury at East St. 
Louis on charges of making a 
fraudulent claim in connection 
with a war contract, 

The indictment, in eight counts, 
charged that Temple, as president 
and general manager of the Sulli- 
van Box Co., Sullivan, IIl., made 
a claim of $7184 against the Her- 
cules Powder Co. in connection 
with the termination of a war 
contract. An investigation showed 
the maximum claim possible to be 
$963, the indictment charged. 

In April 1947, Temple was placed 
on probation for two years in 
United States District Court at 
Chicago after being found guilty 
of altering the box company’s rec- 
ords and making false statements 
in connection with the firm’s deal- 
ing with the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation and its sub- 
sidiary, the Smaller War Plants 
Corp. 

The indictment against Temple 
was one of 14 returned by the 
grand jury. Of the remainder, 
six charged violation of the Dyer 
Act, four charged violation of the 
Service Men's Readjustment Act, 
and one each charged violation of 
internal revenue laws, railroad un- 
employment insurance laws and 
the National Stolen Property Act. 
All defendants are to be ar- 
raigned next Friday before United 
States District Judge Fred L. 
Wham.

At least, it hasn't attracted enough listen- 
ers to attract a sponsor. And C. B. S., nor 
mally an astute network, has become discour- 
aged, too.

WHEN THE NEWS CAME, Ace was in the 
middle of a script which I consider one of his 
best, though he doesn't. On this program, Ace 
was trying to marry off his mother-in-law to 
get her out of his house. The mother-in-law had 
come to visit them over the holidays—the holi- 
days including Christmas, New Tear's day, Lin- 
coln’s Birthday, Washington’s Birthday, St. 
Patrick’s day, and Durocher and Laraine day— 
known in Brooklyn as Duroch-hashona.” 

“About a month or so ago,” Ace related at the 
outset of this show, “I introduced her to a nice 
old gentleman who I thought was quite eligible. 
He was breathing. But they did have a lot in 
common. They liked the same things—-penicillin. 
They had the same favorite dish—food. They 


knew the same people—Dr. Kinsey.”

IT WAS LOVE at first sight or would have 
been if either of the old folks could see very 
well. At their first meeting they exchanged 
ailments—the mother-in-law winning this ex- 
change, six ailments to five—and he brought 
her a tin of chocolates, gentle and fast acting. 
Things looked bright, indeed, when the old 
gentleman gave the old lady a genuine, five- 
carat gallstone which had belonged to his 
mother.

I 
spent a week in the Vanderbilt Place Studios 
shooting the first script and I could have sworn 
I saw D. W. Griffith prowling around the sets. 
My doctor tells me this is a manifestation of 
the early stages of TV. As for our radio show, I 
still think there’s roum on the air for an adult 
comedy show and we'll probably show up in the 
fall on another network.” 

No, no, fellows, it won't be necessary to send 
any gift packages to tide the Aces over until 
August. Goodman Ace has all the rest of the 
money in the country, the money that was left 
over after Bob Hope’s tour, a total of almost

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Fabric Steals Limelight From Silhouette in Display for Retailers

ABRIC has stolen the lime- 
light from silhouette in the 
young fashions for fall created 


striking alliances and in such un- 
usual handling that the lines of 
a dress look unimportant by com- 
parison. 


There's a practical slant to the 
clothes, too, because that “good 
little dress” which is heralded so 
frequently as the “bread and but- 
ter” of the retailer’s stock and as 
the mainstay of a budget-minded 
woman's wardrobe is featured ex- 
tensively in the youthful designs. 
Chalk up, too, some new honors 
for the cardigan theme which is 
definitely a tailored, versatile idea 
when it comes to making one cos- 
tume do the duty of two or more. 

All of these ideas were empha- 
sized last night in a fashion — 
presented by Vogue magazine in 
the Gold room of Hotel Jefferson, 
primarily for the visiting retailers 
who are in St. Louis to attend fall 
market week. Kathleen Ashton 
Casey of Chicago, midwest editor 
of the magazine, served as com- 
mentator after personally selecting 
the clothes that were shown. 

Guest of honor at the fashion 
show and the cham e dinner 
which preceded it was Edna Wool- 
man Chase, editor in chief of 
Vogue, who often is referred to 
as the “dean of fashion reporting.” 
Mrs. Chase spoke briefly, giving 
some reminiscences of her expe- 
riences with fashion shows during 
the last 35 years and compliment- 
ing the St. Louis designers. Carl 
Glaser Jr., president of the St. 
Louis Fashion Creators, presided. 
More than 1000 persons including 
executives from metropolitan 
stores in principal cities of the 
country attended. 

Since velveteen has won first 
place among the fabrics as the 
“tipper medium for costumes to 

worn during the coming fall 
and winter, the first group of 
clothes called attention to its at- 
tractiveness and importance. Not 
only were there entire dresses 
made of velveteen but parts of 
dresses and numerous costume ac- 
cents. The velveteen suit with 
one jacket matching the skirt and 
another of wool material appeared 
as did many velveteen jackets that 
were combined with tweed or 
bright colored wool skirts. Stiff 
faille was used with the material 
in making some dress-up themes. 
Hats that hugged sleek heads, 
muffs and gloves all indorsed the 
popularity of the rich texture. 

Looking quite new and dashing 
were the jacquard or other pat- 
terned wool jersey costumes. 
Again these appeared to best ad- 
vantage when allied with other 
materials. The jacquard blouse 
attached to a bright skirt was 
typical of the trend. Side-draped 
skirts, pockets that not only were 
enormous but flared in the Dior 
manner and tiny collars were 
notes to remember.

presented, it was interesting to 
observe that the favored materials 
such as velveteens, jerseys and 
tweeds again appeared to empha- 
size this style idea.

Watch Borrowing 


By Angelo Patri 


E firm about teaching children not to borrow things from 

others. When a child borrows another's tricycle, when a 

little girl borrows her playmates’ rings and pins, when 
one borrows books and toys, be on guard. This sort of bor- 
rowing springs from covetousness and leads to pilfering if 
not checked promptly. 

It is so easy to borrow and enjoy something one wants 
and so easy to forget to return it. That sort of thing forms 
a wrong idea of possession and is dangerous to the character 
of the children. Every mother knows what a nuisance it is to 
keep reminding a child to return the borrowed book, or toy. 
Books and balls seem to be considered common property; they 
are nothing of the sort and any such idea should be promptly 
corrected. 


* 
CHECK ON everything a child reports he has borrowed. 


Make certain that the owner consented to the loan. Some- 
times he knows nothing about it. Keep an eye on what the 
children are using and if any borrowed article is among 
them send the child to return it promptly. Keep at this until 
the children understand the difference between mine and thine 
and until they get the idea that one is to be content with his 
own belongings without longing to possess his neighbor's goods. 

This unwarranted borrowing causes ill feeling between 
neighbors. It is necessary for the peace and happiness of the 
neighboring families that all should be serene where the 
children are concerned.

FRANENESS, sympathy with one another’s difficulties, 
helpfulness toward each other in the children’s interest is a 
big share of community harmony and well worth cultivating. 
When a child gets the reputation for borrowing for keeps this 
feeling is destroyed to the great detriment of the child and 
his family. 

Children enjoy sharing their toys and showing off their 
possessions and that is good for their morale. A good rule is 
the one that does not allow any child to take home anything 
belonging to another child. He may play with it, use it, enjoy 
it while visiting but he must leave it where it belongs when 
he goes home. 

This practice is not alone good morality. Because it is 
good morality it is good mental hygiene. “Thou shalt not 
covet” is a protection to the sound health and character of all 
children.

North made an overtrick, scor- 
ing 140 points, and East-West later 
found that they had been present- 
ed with an absolute zero on the 
board. 

It was, of course, East’s exag- 
gerated prudence that caused this 
calamity. It was logical enough 
for East to pass on the first round, 
over one heart, since a free spade 
bid would have been forcing and 
would have implied greater values 
than East was prepared to pro- 
duce. Having made this pass, how- 
ever, East could not afford to re- 
main so discreet when the auction 
proceeded as it did. True, South 
showed a fair hand when he came 
in with two clubs, and West de- 
nied substantial strength when he 
did not rebid, but South’s two- 
heart rebid might well be the final 
North-South effort, and East 
should have been quite unwilling 
to sell out so cheaply. The pos- 
session of the all-powerful spade 


‘suit, in itself, made competition at 


‘his point imperative, especially 
since West could not well be ex- 
pected to do all the competing on 
his own hook, when East sounded 
so woefully weak. 

East-West could have made two 
spades, and even if they were 
forced to bid ihree spades and 
doubled, their score would have 
been considerably better than it 
was.
